Rockwell’s pictures reach the capital 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A retro- 
spective on Norman Rockwell's 
classic and sometimes sendmen- 
.tal depictions of American life in 
.the 20th century opens Saturday

While Rockwell’s prolific 
career spanned more than 60 
years onePsorae 4,000 images, the 
exhibit at the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art features his more famous 
woiks, those which have become 
embedded in the American con- 
sciousness because of the humor, 
joy, national pride, and pathos 
they convey. 

“He has just always been syn- 
onymous «viih patriotism, and it's 
important to make that connec- 
doo here,” said Anne Knutson, 
guest curator from the High 
Museum of Art in Atlanta. 

The exhibit, “Norman 
Rockwell: Pictures for the 


American People," features more 
than 70 of his indelible oil paint- 
ings and all 322 of the covers he 
created over his 47-year career 
with America’s most popular mag- 
azine, the Saturday Evening Post. 

During his lifetime, art critics 
regarded Rockwell os strictly low- 
brow - an illustraior rather than 
an artist. But the Corcoran show 
is a celebration of Rockwell. as 
ardst and storyteller. 

Rockwell has been credited 
with forging a sense of American 
identity and creating an artistic 
salute to small-town life. His work 
also drew on the serious issues of 
its time.

Authorities have said 
Robinson trolled the Internet for' 
sex under the name “.slavema.s- 
ter” and may have met victims 
that way. Authorities said he 
may be connected to the deaths 
or disappearance of at least nine 
people. 

Five women Jiave been found 
bludgeoned to death and stuffed 
in barrels on Robinson’s proper- 
ty in Kansas and in a storage 
locker he rented in Missouri. 
Prosecutors in both states filed 
murder charges in those deaths 
Tuesday. 

Three of the victims have been 
identified - Beverly Bonner, 49, 


Irabcla Lewicka, 22, and Suzettc 
Trouten, 28. Bonner was found 
in the locker. Trouten and 
Lewicka’s bodies were found on 
the Kansas farm. 

Police said Bonner miglit have 
known Robinson while she 
worked in the library at the 
Western Missouri Correctional 
Center, where Robinson served 
a theft sentence until 1993. 

Investigators have also discov- 
ered links between Robinson 
and four people - three women 
and an infant - missing since the 
mid-1960s. None of those women 
have been identified as the bod- 
ies in barrels.

NEW YORK (AP) - At least 
.seven women enjoying a warm 
afternoon in a crowded area of 
Central Park were attacked by 
gangs of young mon who ^oped 
them, ripped off their clothing 
and in some cases robbed them. 

Two men -were arrested in 
Sunday afternoon’s wolfpack 
attacks, some of which were 
videotaped, and other suspects 
were being sought. 

Some victims and witnesses 
complained that police were slow 
to react to the assaults. Anne 
Peyton Bryant, who wa.s attacked 
while- skating, soid she 
approached police several times 
for help but that they did noth* 
ing. 

“I never felt in my entire life 
that 1 couldn’t protect myself 
until tJicn,” said Bryant, a kick* 
boxing teacher from Manhattan. 
”1 felt confused. I felt terrified. I 
felt traumatued.” 

A teen-age British tourist said 
about IS men surrounded her, 
ripped off her clothes and fon- 
dled her before stealing $200, 
Two of her friends also were 
accosted. 

“They were trying to pull my 
top up, and at the same time guys 
were trying to pull my shorts 
down,” the 18-year*old tourist 
told WPIX-TV. “I was touched 
everywhere, and it was really 
humiliating. There must have 
been 14 guys touching me, just 
trying to take my clothes off.” 
David Rowe, 24, of Hempstead, 
and Trcmaync Bain, 23, of 
Brooklyn, were charged \vith rob- 
bery and sexual abuse after the 
English riedms pointed them out 
to police. A judge on Tuesday set 
baU at $10,000 for each suspect.

The AMA’s delegates .voted in 
favor of on amended resolution 
to simply “support the ovoilabili- 
ty and Use of all appropriate 
medical forensic techniques in 
the criminal justice system." 

The deicgates'‘at the AMA’s 
oimuol- meeting also endorsed a 
procedure called “surgicai place- 
bo controls,", in which partici- 


pants in trials of a potential ther- 
apy might get incisions or even 
holes drilled in their head even 
though only some would get die 
actu^ treatment. 

It’s a variation on traditional 
“placebo controls” studies, in 
which one group of subjects gets 
a medication and results are 
compared with members of a 
control group who receive a 
”pIaccbo” or dummy pill. 

For example, in a- recent 


University of Colorado study of 
the effectiveness of transplanti- 
ng fetal- pig brain cells into the 
brains of Parkinson’s disease 
patients, holes were drilled in 
the skulls of 40 patients but only 
half got the treatment. 

The government has encour- 
aged such research, but some 
cthicists say the practice -xpos- 
es human placebos to undue 
risks with no benefits. -The 
report adopted Tuesday

summer breeze. It also forces my family to 
run our air conditioner to cool our home. 
Tlus is an added expense to run. or in 
some ca.sc.-s, install air conditioning. We 
now liave to plan our barbccaics and par- 
ties on the wind direction. The odor omit- 
ted by the diary reminds me of the sewer 
plant located in die canyon. At loa.st that 
facility provides for ^oasands of citizens. 
Hafligeris dairy omits the same stench but 
serves only its owner. We have ordinances 
to protect our sense of hearing, why not 
our sense of smell?

I am not against the diary 
industry. I have lived around dairies and 
even worked on one. These small dairies, 
whid) wore under 1,000 animals, ran with- 
out one complaint from my family.

(jOP reform is mostly all hot air 


I f you believe what Republicans 
arc saying, this Congress is writ- 
ing a record for lire ages. In a 
manifesto issued on May 25. 
House Majority Leader Dick 
Anncy of Texas said. “Wc set out at the 
beginningof tills 106th Congressto 
advance four crucial reforms to secure 
America’s future,” and — to - education, 
defease, taxes and retirement pn^oms 
arc all. being improved ;md modernized 
with GOP votes. 

Daily we are learning what “reform" 
means to congressional Republicans, and 
the les-son is ^ar. It means taking are of 
businc-ssand the afflutint and delaying 
any measures that might actually redirect 
government resources in a more useful 
way. 

When Armey issued his statement on 
the eve of Congress’ Memorial Day recess, 
he probably did not realize that in its first 
week luck at work in June, it would turn 
his Ixust into a bad joke. 

Armey is the inventor of emc of the true 
reforms in the past decade, the cure for 
logrolling that adds billions to the 
Pentagon budget. While the GOP was still 
in the minority, Aimey proposed creation 
of a bipartisan commisrion that would 
assess the military’s needs and recom- 
mend wliich bases could be dosed. Once 
cc^ied by the president, the commis- 
sion’s proposal must be voted up or down, 
without otangc, Congr^s thus ending 

the andent practice in whidi members 
swap votes in order to keep their own 
bases open. 

The Armey idea worked well in its first 
couple applications, but in 199^ 

President Clinton played politics with the 
package, in order to strengthen liis re- 
election prospects in California, and since 
then. Republicans have balked at audio-

rizing new base-closing commissions. 

Their resentment of Clinton is under- 
standable, but last week, the Senate 
killed a bipartisan propo^ for a new 
commission - one that would not report 
until Qhtton’s successor is in office. Sen. 
John McCain, the former pr<»demial can- 
didate, icamtxl up with Michigan 
Democratic Sen. Carl Levin to press for 
the money-saving measure. But while 
Democrats split evenly on the issue, which 
was endorsed by Vice President Gore, 
Armey’s fellow-Republicans voted 40-13 
tokillici 

That was not the only assassination plot 
that the Republicans hatched. Over on 
the House side, a party-line vote ordered 
the administration to drop its effort to 
reduce the estimated 1.8 million work- 
place repetitive-stress injuries each year. 

For years, the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) has been 
developing training pro gr ams and safety 
measures aimed at this, the most common 
source of on-the-job physical problems. 
And just as persistently, the Republicans, 
heeding die pleas of their business con- 
stituents, have cut the funds and denied 
the authority needed to deal with the 
problem. 

These are the same House Republicans 
who last week gave a demonstration of 
their definition of tax reform by approv- 
ing a measure that would provide great 
benefits to the voters who need help the 


least. They passed a measure phasing out 
the federal estate tax — “a death tax,” in 
Republican vernacular— over the next 10 
years. It would reduce federal revenues 
by SI05 billion in the decade, with the 
price rising to an estimated $50 billion in 
the final year. 

And whose pockets would be filled by 
this largesse? Today, estates below ^ , 
$675,000 are exempt from federal uum- 
tion. That exemption is already scheduled 
to rise to $1 milDon. Rcpubliams talked 
about foniily farmers and small business 
people whose heirs were forced to sell out 
berause of the “death tax." But forms and 
small businesses already have a $13 mil- 
lion exemption. In 1998, only 47,500 
estates paid any tax, and almost half the 
taxes were paid by fewer than 3,000 
estates valued at more than $5 million. ' 

Democrats sought to reduce the rates 
on most of the taxable estates and to raise 
the exemption, while still reaching the 
wealthiest of die wealthy. Their version 
would have cost $5 billion in 2010, one- 
tenth of the -"7^ of the Republican give- 
away to the wealthy. So, of course, the 
Republicans said no. 

If there is some political strategy in this, 
it’s not obvious. Texas Gov. George .W. . 
Bush is trying to show his party cares 
alxiut those who have shored little in the 
current prosperity, but congressional 
Republicans structure a $50 billion bonan- 
za to the heirs of Bill Gates and other 
newly minted millionaires. At the same 
time, th^ block modest woikplacc 
reforms! deby on increase in the mini- 
mum wage and drag their feet on 
patients’ ri^ts legi^don. .

Service plan to end roadbuild- 
ing in die remaining roadless 
forests. I have lived in Bonners 
. Ferry in the northern Idaho for- 
est for 2.5 years. I worked in the limber 
industiy for 1 1 years, most of them in a 
Louisiana I’acific sawmill near here. 

I am also a founder and :m active mem- 
l)cr of u locil conservation (^oup and I am 
currently the volunteer Chairman of die 
IkKtrd for the Idaho Coaservation League. 

From my view, roadless area protection 
is g<KKl for the forc.st and good for Idaho 
communities. The propos.'il to end road- 
tniildingon National Forest roadless lands 
is a plan ivith vision and boldness. 

Tlic remaining rotitUc.ss lands don’t 
have rtKids lK-cau.se it is difficult and very 
expensive to build roads into these areas. 
The eariest places to log already liave 
roads. Tlie Forest Service hits built nearly 
400,000 miles of roads in National Forests, 
more than the entire interstate highway 
system. 

Tlie Panhandle National Forest in my 
pjirt of the state hits 8,000 miles of roads. 
‘ITic F<»rest Service doesn’t have the time 
or the money to even maintain these 
roads that exi.st. 

In addition to ending roadbuilding in 
our roadless areas, wc need to improve 
maintenance of the deteriorating road sys- 
tem and obliterate roads whose useful- 
ness Is past.

to design limber sales, wbcrcit is appro- 
priate, in die already roaded areas - not 
in roadless arcus. 

My hometown, Bonners Ferry, is an 
example of a small town suppos^y only 
in existence because of timber harvest 
from the National Forests. Local politi- 
dam want us to believe the myth that if 
this proposal to stop road building in road- 
Icivs lan^ goes into effect, then Bonners 
Ferry will become a ghost town. 

Tliis ludicrous ghost town idea gets trot- 
ted out over and over, every time a new 
plan Is proposed to manage our forests for 
ecological sustainability.

those mill jobs and it is still growing. In 
fact, I look around the area and sec it’s 
booming. And it’s not because of the avail- 
ability of timber jobs. Most of my fellow 
mill workers who lost their jobs that day 
ore still living here. Wc arc doing other 
things with our lives and living where wc 
want to be. 

The timber industry is a small part of 
our local economy. I emphasize the words 
“small part.” Hive here - as I believe 
most residents do - because of dean air, 
dean water and doscncss to wild lands 
and wild animals. 

I live here because of the beauty of the . 
place - not to work in the timber industry. 
The future of my community and others 
like it is not logging. The investment 
in our future is to protect die land, the 
waters and the wildlife. { 

We arc the ancestors of future genera- 
tions. What kind of planet do 1 want to 
help bequeath to those who foUow? That 
is the question that is at the heart of the 
i^uc system that I attempt to live by. I

The unparalleled suc- 
cess of Che organization and the 
countless number of land trusts 
who have taken up that same 
approach arc proof that there is a 
niche for cooperative styles of 
conservation on the Idaho land- 
scape. If the many thousands of 
Idahoans who I worked with over 
the years, and the thousands who 
supported that work arc any indi- 
cation, a large portion of the pop- 
ulace must feel the same.

The budget includes a $31.86 million gen- 
eral fund plus $9.33 million in federal and 
other money for o grand total of S41.2 mil- 
lion. Thai compares with a $31.69 million 
general fund and a total budget, induding 
federal and other funds, of $42.45 million in 
the 1999-2000 school year.

OAKLEY - A Wendell dairy- 
man, whose application for a 
dairy in Twin Falls County was 
turned down in March, has 
applied to Cassia County for a 
2^50-hcad operation northwest 
of Oakley that could eventually 
more than double in size.

“A lack of land base, high

the application said. 

Stouder Holstcins looked 
throughout the state and decid- 
ed on o site in Cassia County, on 
land owned by Shoulder 3 
Ranches. All but 120 acres of 
those 640 acres arc being 
farmed.

Highway 93 projects are still (down 
the road, but are getting attention

- JEROME - .Thu idea of a 
multi-lane highway from Twin 
Falls to the Wood River Volley, 
kicked around for more than 20 
years, is finally gaining some 
ground. 

The actual roadwork is a few 
years off. Still, a 10-mcmber 
committee, appointed by Jerome 
(bounty commissioners, has been 
working on a twofold task: look- 
ing at planning and zoning issues 
related to widening U.S. 
Highway 93 in Jerome County 
and getting public comment. 

The committee i.s pursuing a 
multi-lanc highway from the 
Perrinc Bridge to U.S. Highway 
20, just north of Timmerman 
Hill, committee Chairman Henry 
-“Hank— Schuttco said.-Whilo tho— 
Idaho Transportation 

Department conducts an envi- 
ronmental impact study, the 
committee i.s looking at getting 
rights-of-way along the highway 
in Jerome County. 

Two Highway 93 improvement 
projects in Jerome County are 
scheduled for 2003 and 2(X)4. 

The first project will widen 
Highway 93 from Barrymore 
Rond to Idaho Highway 25, at 
the stop liglu east of Jerome. It 
is scheduled for the 2003 budget 
year. The second widening pro- 
ject, from the Petro II truck stop 
to Barrymore Road, is scheduled 
for the 2004 budget year. 

It is not known at this point 
whether the widened road will 
have four lanes, with two lanes 
of traffic each direction, or five 
lanes, with two lanes in each 
direction and one turning lane, 
said Dale Christianson of the

Biologist: Wolves becoming stronger 


MISSOULA, Mont. (AP) - 
Conditioned to become fearful 
and elusive by ranchers and 
bounty hunters a century ago, 
wolves once again ore becoming 
the “bold and curious” animals 
rioted in the journals of western 
settlers, a top wolf biologist says. 

Diane Boyd told the annual 
meeting of the Society for 
Conservation Biology here that 
wolves “have demonstrated an 
amazing adaptability to human- 
dominated landscapes.” 

. When white settlers eliminated 
wolves in die late 1800s and early 
f900s, the rare remaining ani- 
mals were shy and elusive. 

4 “Wolves that were tolerant of 


humans did not survive to pass 
on those tolerant behaviors,” she 
sold Monday. “There was a selec- 
tion against boldness.” 

In the past 30 years, though, 
humans have become more toler- 
ant of wolves, and that is showing 
in wolf behavior. 

Boyd, who monitors wolf popu- 
lations for the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, told of wolves 
catching moths in the headlights 
of parked con in Minnesota. In 
Canada’s Northwest Territories, 
wolves learned to pull fishing 
nets out of the vrater and steal a 
freshly cought meal.. 

In western Montana’s Ninetnile 
Valley, tourists driving a recre- 


ational vehicle along the main 
road stopped to photograph a 
wolf standing in a meadow. As 
they took pictures, seven other 
wolves appeared from the timber 
and drded the RV, howling. 

In Alaska’s Denali National 
Pork, wolves rarely surrender the 
road to tourist buses - despite the 
flashing lights and cameras. 

“rve been In this wolf business 
since 1977, and I had noticed 
some changes in wolf behavior,” 
Boyd said. wondered if it tsras a 
function of more wolves - more 
opportunities to see those things 
- or if there was actually a behav- 
ioral change within the popula- 
tion.”

The state’s Public Utilities 
Commission Monday voted 2-1 to 
uphold its rejection of U S West’s 
application to deregulate rates In 
Burley. The commission said the 
phone utility didn’t present any 
new reasons or show mistakes the 
commission may have made in Its 
May 3 decision. 

Barbara Wilson. Idaho and 
regional vice president for U S 
West, said in a compony-issued 
release that the phone utility has 
wanted deregulation only to com- 
pete with Rupen-based Project 
Mutual Telephone. 

“Wc have no objections to com- 
petition and have asked simply to 


be able to compete under the 
same market rules and with the 
same freedoms as the competi- 
tion," Wilson said. “The commis- 
sion’s actioiu, unfortunately, con- 
tinues regulations created for an 
earlier time and denies consumers 
the beneflts of full competition.” 

PMT president Charlie Creason 
declined comment on the commis- 
sion’s ruling and said his company 
is “a community-based provider 
and our strategy is to provide the 
best service in this area." 

The commission, in its earlier 
■ruling, has said PMT was provid- 
ing competition, bur not enough to 
meet legislative guidelines for 
effective competition throughout 
the colling area. 

The commission stated in its 
order chat at least half of U S 
West’s customers would have to 
be given the option of local calling 
service in order to justify deregu- 


lation. Project Mutual 
Telephone reaches 30 percent of 
the phone lines in U S West's 
Mini-Cassia calling area. 

Wilson said the Legislature 
should clarify the deregulation 
issue. The Legislature has never 
quantified what it considers 
competition within a market. 

“I believe the next Legislature , 
must set clearer rules for a more 
efficient transition to an increas- 
ingly competitive communica- 
tions industry in Idaho,’’ WiLson 
said. "Only then can Idaho con- 
sumers benefit from the best ser- 
vice packages every company 
brings to the competitive mar- 
ketplace."

After an inspection from the 
oir Tuesday evening, officials 
said 29 houses scatter^ through- , 
out several subdivisions hod beu 
destroyed.

The fire grew by at least 1,000 
acres Tuesday. “This thing is just 
kicking our butts, and you can’t 
do anything when it blows up. 
Wc just have to back off to a safe 
distance,” said Shane DeGrosso, 
a fire b^avior analyst with the 
incident management team. 

After nightfall, crews were 
pulled off the fire lines. Other 
crews on fire trucks protected 
houses by clearing away flamma- 
ble landscaping and hosing down 
buildings.-- 

About 90 miles north of that 
fire, high winds al.so fanned the 
3,500-acrc Bobcat Fire that start- 
ed west of Loveland on Monday.

Le.spcrance, who doesn't plan 
to run for re-election after his 
term expires at the end of the 
year, purchased the ranch prop- 
erty in Paradise Valley in 
Humboldt County two years ago 
.saying be planned to move there 
when he retired. He sold the 
hiiildiiig that was home to his 
Great Basin Agriculture bu.sines.s 
ami pul his Elko County resi- 
dence on the murker. The home 
has not been .sold. 

“I am informed that you 
(Lesperunce) no longer reside at 
176 BeJJivood Drive, that your 
business ha.s been closed, that 
your telephone calLs are forward- 
'ed 10 Humboldt County and chat 
you do not intend to reside in 
Elko County any longer," 


Woodbury wrote in a June 1 let- 
ter to Lesperance. 

If Lesperancc is found to not 
reside in Elko County, Woodbury 
will forward the investigative 
report to the governor who will 
appoint someone to fill the 
remainder of the term. 

Lesperancc didn't respond to 
calls to lus home in Elko or to his 
home in Paradise Vsllcy. The 
recording on the local phone 
describes the residence us the 
"Elko home" of the Lcspcrances. 

In o letter responding to 
Woodbury, Lcspcrancc's attor- 
ney John Marvel .said his client 
still legally resides in his Elko 
County home "on the average of 
four to five days a week.” The 
letter said the commissioner and 
his wife purchased the Elko , 
home in 1984 and continue to use 
it as their “actual residence." He 
added that Lesperance maintains 
the Elko County address on hi.s 
driver’s liccn.se, tax records and 
personal business records. 

“It appears you have been pro- 
vided with false and misleading 
information regarding 

Commissioner Lespcrance's legal 
residence," Marvel said in the 
letter. “Further, it is common 
knowledge that you have on 
intense personal dislike for 
Commissioner Lesperancc as evi- 


denced by comments at Elko 
County commission meetings..." 

'Woodbury denies the investi- 
gation was prompted by recent 
conflicts between his office and 
some of. the commission 'mem- 
bers, including Lesperance. He 
said while rumors have been cir- 
culating for quite some time, he 
didn't launch ah investigation 
until he was asked by a number 
of people to look into the situa- 
tion. He said he will not be able 
to focus his attentioi^ on the 
investigation at this titne due to 
the heavy workload in the D.A.*s 
office. 

Woodbury and Chief Civil 
District Attorney Kristin 
McQueury have been criticized 
. by Lesperancc and 
Commissioner Brad Roberts for 
their handling of the Jarbidgd 
South Canyon Road dLsputc. In 
April, Lesperancc accused 
McQueary of failing to keep the 
commission informed about legal 
matters regarding the dispute. 
Lesperance and Roberts have 
claimed they were unowarc that 
Elko County had been named in 
a lawsuit. 

Lesperancc also chairs a panel 
looking into Woodbury’s han- 
dling of the Kelley Springs water 
case which is still in litigation. 
Lesperance and Roberts have 


accused the district attorney of 
fraud and mishandling of the 
case. Lost spring, the panel had 
Elko County Sheriff Neil Harris 
look over documents reportedly 
token from the DA-’s office and 
later found in the office of anoth- 
er local attorney to see if they 
contained Woodbury’s finger- 
prints.

take off in 
popularity

fn the world of antiques, 
Western collectibles are at a prc< 
mium: Everyone wants them, and 
acquiring them costs more than a 
pretty penny. 

“A lot of people look for spurs, 
chaps, bits, stuff like that,*' said 
Leo Reese, who owns Second 
Time Around in Twin Falls with 
his wife Claudia. **We used to sell 
Western antiques in Buhl, but it 
took off about 10 years ago and 
we couldn't get anything any- 
more.” 

Claudia Reese added, “We 
used to do tons of it, but you can’t 
find it now because more people 
started doing it. They turned up 
their nose at you before, then 
everybody wonts to be a cow- 
boy.” 

She explained that several 
dealers came from all over and 
combed out oU the items people 
had stored in attics, basements, 
in the bottoms of chests or trunks 
or in bookshelves. And although 
you can. find some collectibles 
around here, “the good stuff is 
hard to come by. In Twin Falls, 
you might find a few things for 
around S200 or $300,” Claudia 
.Reese said. 

That’s the inexpensive stuff. 
“For a silver inlaid bit with a 
fancy braided headstalL $3,000 is 
not unreasonable,” Reese sold. 

But you won’t be able to find 
one of those in antique stores 
locally. 

Ron Gillen trades old cowboy 
gear in Stanley and has become 
* am e x p ert on*bha-end*spurs. He -- 
thinks the appeal of cowboy 
mtunorabllia is dial “iliere's just 
something about the mystique of 
the American West.” 

Gill'ett said the true cowboy . 
era only lasted from 1880 until 
1920, because that’s when big 
cattle drives from Texas began. . 
In the springtime, cowboys start- 
ed out going north to Canada, 
along the Western edge of 
Kansas, through Wyoming and 
Montana. 

“The cowboy might want o par- 
ticular saddle out of Mile City 
(Montana), because it would be a 
great piece of gear,” Gillen said. 



That's how particular brand 
names in cowboy gear became 
known, respected and collected. ' 
So what is collectible in 
Western antiques? 

“Any aspect of a cowboy’s life 
can be collectible,” explained 
Reese. Not only is the cowboy’s 
gear valuable, but also pictures 
and items a cowboy might have 
come across in his travels. 

*nhere’s a great book, ’Cowboy 
Culture,’ that sold out so fast I 
don’t know if it’s in any book- 
stores,” said Gillen. “It’s a coffee 
table-style book by Michael 


'Friedman and covers bar stuff, 
gambling stuff, brothel sniff.” 

All about the lifestyle of a cow- . 
boy. 

Anything from old Western 
bars and brothels ore collectible, 
including the tiny guns and dag- 
gers the prostitutes kept in their 
purses and garters. There are 
even bottles with embossed fig- 
ures of women that are highly 
valuable. 

As you start becoming knowl- 
edgeable in the area of Western 
Please see COWBOY.

In defense of French dressing 


Even though it’s 
not French, it 
still tastes good

In the early ’80.s, curious why 
so many foreign tourists wanted 
to see California. I read a snooty 
French guidebook to the state. It 
scorned cs'erything about Cali- 
fornio except the movies and the 
Laws Railroad Museum near 
Bishop. 

Not least California food. Thu 
steaks were revoliingiy iurge, the 
French author groused. The 
crepes were way too thick, and 
Californians put maple syrup on 
them. And the "French dres-sing” 
wasn’t French nt olll 

I agreed svith the last pan, but 
it di^’t strike me as much of a 
criticism. I’ve olways loved the 
reddish American “French" 
dressing, svhich is basically a 
French vinaigrette sauce 
punched up with tomato ketchup 
(sometimes tomato soup) and 
other flavorings such as 
Worcestershire sauce, garlic and 
sugar. 

Like the guidebook author, 
most Americon foodies have 
despised French dressing, but 
theyVe had to come up ttith more 
rcspcctabic-sounding reasons 
than its insufficient Frenchness. 
Sometimes they soy it’s too s^vect, 
though you don’t hear them 
denouncing balsamic vinegar. Or 
thoi it's blunt and coarse - unlike 


wine vinegar, I suppose. 

The main complaint is that it 
overpowers delicate greens, pre- 
sumably because of the, tomato 
content - but on that ground, 
tomatoes should never be 
allowed in salad. And when it 
comes to overpowering flavors, 
blue cheese drewing is srrongish, 
to say nothing of Asian dressings 
such a$ the peanut-based “gado 
gado" s<iuce of Indonesia. 

So it really jitst c»nie.s douTi to 
the ketchup. It’s a snub thing. 
Foodies think keicitup is Iow-dns.s. 

A better way to look at Frencli 
drc-uing is as a cousin of barbe- 
cue sauce. It’s lighter, because 
salad vegetables arc milder than 
meat, but it shows the same 
American taste for a big, mouth- 
filling .sauce full of s^vcct, sour, 
spicy and aromatic flavors on a 
rich. long-cooked tomato ba.se. 

Its origins arc as obscure as 
any folk redpe's. In 19th century 
books such as “The White House 
Cookbook" (1867) and Funny 
Farmer’s “Boston Cooking-School 
Cook Book” (1896), "French 
dressing" always meant oil and 
nnegar. 

But “Mrs^ Rorcr’s New Cook 
Book" (1902) mentioned that you 
could vary vinaigrette ‘with 
Worcestershire sauce, onion 
juice or ketchup - only not all at 
once. And “Los Angeles Times 
Cookbook Number Four” (1911) 
published a "Kentucky dressing" 
that contained. every flavoring 
but ketchup: garlic, mustard, 
Worcestershire, browm sugar and 
red pepper. 

As the century progressed, the 
tomato clement became promi- 


nent. In 1916, Janet McKenzie 
Hill, .the editor of Boston Cooking 
School Magazine, “Practical 
Cooking and Serving," suggest- 
ing mixing chili sauce into 
French dressing “to make The 
dressing of the consistency of 
thick cream." And the 1923 edi- ’ 
tion of Fanny Former gave a 
recipe for "Ohio Salad Dressing'* 
(hat included ketchup. 
Worcestershire sauce, mustard, 
sugar and Tabasco - every. usual 
flavoring fur French dres.sing but 
garlic. 

Feo])le are still devising their 
own versions, often using Dijon 
mustard or olive oil for a more 
conientporaiy taste. The follow- 
ing recipes from the 1920s stiow 
the concept just as it was begin- 
ning tu bl(K>m. 

First Ls the 1923 Fanny Farmer 
recipe. It's darker in color than 
most dressings and has a good, 
sharp flawr. 

OHIO SAL/VD DRESSING 

1 tablespoon s\igar 

2 teaspoons Worcestershire 
Siuice 

2 teaspoons ketchup 

1 lablc.spiKjn oil 

1/2 teasjjoon stilt 

1/4 teaspixjn ground mustard

You ean grow a lot of things if you water them property 


Just -because we live in a desert 
doesn’t mean we can’t grow things in 
the yard. It just means that wc need to 
put the water where it will do the most 
good. 

Here are a few tips: 

* Water deeply, rather than giving 
plants a light sprinkle. 

^ If the soil has dried and hardened 
and water won’t soak in, add one tea- 
spoon dishwashing soap to a gallon of 
water'and water once with tliat. Soap 
makes water “wetter” and will penetrate 
the dry soil. 

* Help keep roots moist with mulch. 
Most rooi.s arc near tho surface and can 
dry out if not blanketed with protective • 
mulch. 

* Watering at night won’t get you 
where you want to go. Instead, it will 
encourage fungal diseases, Water first

* The best time to' water is at die crack 
of dawn. If you’re not up to turn on the 
hose by then, buy a water tinier that will 
take care of the job for you. 

* Loosen the soil, aerate the lawn.

* Water the lawn less often, more 
deeply. Measure the amount of water 
that lands on the lawn. Time it. Figure 
you need at least an indi per week for 


most plants. Water the lawn long 
enough in each spot to give it that much 
water, then don’t water again till it’s' 
dry. 

4k Install a drip irrigation system for 
the container plants. You’ll use less 
water while giving them exactly what 
they need.

The 
instructions on most lawn fertilizer bags 
recommend that wc fertilize the lawn at 
least tlircc times a year. I learned it was 
four times a long time ago. Intensive 


planting, such as in the vegetable gar- 
den, or even in our flower beds, uses up 
a lot of nutrients. I use Peter’s 20-20-20, 
a water soluble fertilizej’ on all my flow- 
ers, both in-ground and coiuaincr-plam- 
cd. 

The rule of thumb is probably; If it- 
ain’t broke, don’t fix iL^Trees don’t usual- 
ly need fertilizer unless there’s a terrible 
shortage of something. When that hap- 
pens, you can easily see that the tree is 
sick. Lawns and flowers will show you 
when they need something extra, too. 
Learn to recognize what is normal for 
each plant. Then you’U know when some- 
thing is amiss.

The water passes over one or two 
electrodes made mainly of cop- 
per, a slight amount of ^ver and 
other minerals. A safe low-volt- 
age electric current causes cop- 
per and silver ions to be released 
from the electrodes into the 
water. 


Tile copper ions do the brunt of 
the work to kill algae and some 
bacteria and viruses. Tlic silver 
ions arc also a strong bacleridde. 
The concentration level of the 
copper and silver inns is very low 
(less than one-qwiner as mucli as 
allowed in drinking water), so 
liicy arc not harmful to people or 


animals. 

You should still shock treat 
your pool periodically with 
chlorine to oxidize body oils, 
suntan lotion, etc. Also mnin- 
tatn a very low residual chemi- 
cal level (so low that you will 
not notice it). Some models 
include an additional platinum 
alloy electrode for oxidizing 
and others include, an ozone 
generator. 

The better models have elec- 
tronic controls to maintain pro|>- 
cr concentration levels of ions in 
the water. Some also have a digi- 
tal readout to indicate how fast 
ions arc being produced and 
include a pH setLsor/rcadoiu. 

Most of the ionizer kits incltide 
the ices, fittings and hardware to 
attach the unit into your existing 
pump filicr/pump plumbing. It is 
simple to do. Other models have 
an ionizer unit that .simply hangs 
in the p<Hil or spa. 

After you first install one, 
check the copper ion level regu- 
larly until It stabilizes at the 
proper level. It Is a simple te.st 
similar to the other regular pool 
water tests. Ion levels remdiii 
much more stable than chlo-

More paints come with lifetime guarantees 1 custom Home BuiUing 


The proliferaiiim of new house 
paints with '•lifetime” guaran- 
tees should give new confidence 
to the armies of clu ii-ycBurselfers 
who hitve grown accustomed to 
repainting every few years. 

If the new paints are as good 
as manufacturers say they are, 
painters will literally cmbtirk on 
a new era. Conventional paint 
problems like dirt and chalk 

• (old. powdered paint) omhe .sur- 
face, glossy surfaces and even 
moisture (the leading cause of 
paint peeling) could no longer be 
things to worry about. 

Among paints that carry a life- 
time warranty (tiften defined in 
the fine print as a warranty that 
lasts as long as you live in the 
home where the paint was used) 
are Weatherbeaier Ultra (Sears), 
Duration (Sherwin-Williams), 
Behr Premium' Plus (Home 
Depot). Valspar American 

• Tradition (Lowe’s), and 
Thompson’s House 5.' Trim Paint

Some of the lifetime paints sell 
for premiuni prices, comparetl 
with SIO to S20 per gallon for 
conventional paints that have 
less optimistic warrtinties. For 
e.xampie. Weallierhealer Ultra 
sells for ahmii S2H a gallon (but 
watch for sales), Duration for 
about S.lfi. 

Of course, ii will tiike some 
time t<i determine whether the 
guar.intees really hold up or 
whether we are still dealing with 
[laini thill peels, chips tind 
cracks in something less than a 
lifetime. Hut the prospects are 
exciting, 

For example. Sears contends 
that Weaihcrbeater Ultra can be 
applied over previously ptitnted 
surfaces that are "clmlky. dirty 
or glossy, willioui the need to 
clean, wash or sand the surftice." 
That could eliminiite much of 
(he cl’nie-consuniing surfiice 
prejiarai ion that hi' . iihvays 
i>een part of painting.

“The 
bond between the paint and the 
substrate remHins intact, greatly 
reducing breaks in the surface.” 
Consumers should study war- 
ranties and directions carefully 
behire Iniyittp lifetim e paints (or 
' a'ny 'other*pami, for that matter). 
Tho.se who don't have sharp eye- 
sight should t.^kc along a magni- 
fying glass, because the fine 
print on p.tint cans, where war- 
ranty details arc spelled out, can 
. be very fine indeed. 

In most cases, you'll he told 
that you'll need the receipt to 
m.^kc a claim under the paint's 
w.trraniy. You'll also learn thtit 
the manufacturer's liability is 
probably limited to the cost or 
replacement of the paint, 'riic 
labor of preparing the surface 
ami applying the paint is not cov- 
ered, 

John Stauffer, director of the 
Rohm ii Haas Paint Quality 
Insticuie in Spring House, 
Montgomery County, said con- 
sumers also need to understand 
what needs to be done to fulfill 
the re<|uiremcnts of the warran- 

ly- 

"It may be that a certatn 
])rimer is required, or a certain 
spread rate or specific number of 
coats," he said. 

The Paint Quality Institute 
tests many different paints 


under various weather condi 
tions to determine which paints 
perform best. 

The warranty also may cover 
only certatn problems, such as 
peeling, Stauffer said. “Mildew 
or color reteniton often aren’t 
covered,” he said. 

Tliere mi|^t be other caveats 
that should be noted. For exam- 
ple, while Scars says 
. Weatherbeatcr Ultra can be 
used over old paint with little or 
no preparation, the Ultra war- 
ranty doesn’t apply if the under- 
lying paint fails and peels off, 

. t.iking the Ultra with it. 

Stauffer said he thinks top- 
quality paints such as the life- 
time paints will survive longest 
on new construction, where the 
surface being painted is in good 
condition and correct primers 
•will be used. “If you’re using 
these paints on older construc- 
tion, where the old paint is built 
up, there is likely to be a prob- 
lern,’’ he «iid. 

“A lot of competition” is 
behind the trend to lifetime war- 
ranties, Stauffer said. 
“Manufacturers are trying to 
make the best products they 
can," he said. “But people just 
can’t depend on .slopping these 
p.nints on and expect them to last 
us long as they live in their 
house." 

. To best take advantage of the 
new long-time warranties. 1 
advise do-it-ymirselfers to keep a 


record of what was painted with 
a new paint - the siding, back 
porch, window frnmc.s or whatev- 
er. Staple or clip the list to the 
sales receipt of the paint. If prob- 
lems develop, take a few pic- 
tures of the damage and take all 
records to„thc dealer to claim a 
refund or replacement paint.

Gonyenience foods don’t have to be bad for you 


'i, You can bet that Harriet Nelson 
, wasn’t ripping into a box of'mK. 
and cheese while the b(^ wcrc^- 
washing up for dinner. And Ordc 
probab^ didn’t swing by the store 
for a rotisserie chicken on his way 
home from work. 

■' That was the '50s and, let’s face 
It, convenience foods weren't very 
' ‘ plentiful - or much good, for that 
^ matter. A lot of women had time 
; !to cook, and even when they 
' 'didn’t, their eboices for speeding 
up dinner were limited to ovcrsolt- 
’ ed soups and Spam. 

Thank goodness for market 
forces.. As our lives have become 
stuck in high gear, food manufac- 
turers have responded widi conve- 
nience foods that arc'more than 
just edible: they’re actually good. 

So good, in fact, that they've 
been getting high marks from 
Bonnie Tandy Leblang, who with 
her writing partner, Carolyn 
Wyman, has been reviewing and 
rating convenience foods for 13 
years in their syndicated column, 
Supermarket Sampler. 

“When we started doing this 
work 13 years ago, there was not 
one that I would recommend,” she 
;uys. The lost two years or so, fat 
is back, and manufacturers realize 
that what matters is caste. And 
with people cooking less, they arc 
making much better convenience 
products." 

Good thing, too. . 

“We had seen research that 
showed 70 percent of Americans 
don't know what they’re having 
for dinner any given night,” says 
Leblang. ' 

" Even those who would seem 
appalled at the idea of conve- 
nience foods - newspaper food 
editors - ore ripe for the products, 
she discovered in her research. 

"I found out that 70 percent of 
them didn't know what they were 
having for dinner that night, 
cither,” she says. 

Leblang likes several categories 
of convenience foods, including 
packaged salads and shredded 
cheesa On her hit list: pre-cooked 
beef products.

POOK AND' AUTHOR: 
“Instant Qrat-ificution: No- 
Hassle Desserts in Just About 
No Time” 'by Lauren Chattman 
(William Morrow, S22). 

Chattman is a cookbook 
author and former pastry chef 
who adamantly believes that 
dessert is a daily necessity. 

After the birth of her second 
child, Chattman undertook a 
quest to reinvent classic 
desserts that could satisfy 
sweet-tooth cravings and take 
much less time to make than 
one would expect. 

FORMAT: Chapters are clev- 
erly organized' according to the 
desperation of the situation and 
the nature of the craving, such 
as “When You’ve Got to Have 
It.” “Bake Me a Cake As Fast As 
You Can” and "Instant 
Gratification for Company.” 

Despite a number of "quick 
fixes" that would be ready to 
eat in minutes, the concept of 
inscimi is a tad contrived. This 
did not escape the attention of 
the author; the book is rife with 
justifications for those recipes 
whose actual hands-on time may 
he limited to. 15 minutes, but 
whose baking time is 50 min- 
utes, whose cooling time is 30 
minutes or whose chilling time 
is at least an hour. 

That siiid, the book is a won- 
derful excuse for Chattman to 
share more than 110 straightfor- 
ward, can’t-go-wrong recipes. 

WHO WOULD USE THIS 
BOOK: Anyone who would like 
to impress unannounced compa- 
ny by whipping up something 
delectable for dessert. Anyone 
whose sweet tooth needs 24- 
hoiir updates. Anyone seeking a 
single dessert cookbook that has 
something in it for everyone - 
including those who typically 
avoid both kitchens and swuet.s. 
Here are some recipes: 

This Ian differs from a tradi- 
tional pecan pic in that it 
doesn’t contain eggs, making it 
quicker to bake (just 10 min- 
utes) and impossible to curdle.

{ ANSWER: Any energy expert 
will tell you chat proper site 
iciection is the first step in mok- 
hig sure that your home is ener- 


gy efficient and comfortable. 

First, keep in mind that trees 
.ind other landscaping will help 
keep the roof and- walls cool by 
providing shade. Pick a site that 
has good vegetation and work 
with the contractor to be sure 
that many trees are kept. Trees 
can be fenced off so they arc not 
damaged during preparation. 

Next, make sure the house is 
sited properly. In a hot climate, 
you want to minimize exposure 
of the house to the cast and west 
sides, so have the home oriented 
so the longer sides and major 


gloss-orca face north. and south. 
Go out to the sit^- t^nd feel the 
breezes. * ' ^ 

If winds blow from a certain 
direction, try to have the house 
oriented so ou can take advan- 
tage of this natural ventilation. 

Finally, do what you can to 
locate the house on the site so it- 
maximizes the things you want 
most. If there is a.Iwe or other 
nice view, you might want to 
emphasize windows in that area 
and cut back on window square- 
footage elsewhere. 

Work closely witli your dc.sign- 


er.to plan lime-of-day usage of 
room.s .So the sun won't heat 
rooms you wjtni to use when you 
want to use them. 

This usually means putting 
rooms like the dining room or 
bedrooms away from the west 
walls, which get heated later in 
the day and will Itc hotter at din- 
ner or bed time. 

Feel free to disregard any of 
these rules. Yes. site .selection is 
im|M>riani. but if you want a big 
window facing the west so you 
have that view you always want- 
ed. go tihead.

( WASHINGTON - Early peach-

be a priority for gourmets, grown- 
ups and kids alike. 

Dwarf varieties ore well suited 
to the home garden; they grow 
— »-*nallbut abundantly. 

— .«■ Whether dwarf or standard, 
t the trees bear watching as sum- 
j mer's heat settles in. At the 
• fruit's peak of ripwncss, the plush 
' ^ikin takes on a warm sunset hue, 

‘ ^the fruit’s flesh yields sb^tly to 
gentle pressure, and a rich, 
peachy aroma wafts from its inte- 
rfor. When cut open, the flesh is 
gleaming and juicy, with dense 
color. Dependi^ on the variety, 
it might fall easily from the pit or 
ding like the fle^ of a manga, to 
be removed gingerly with knife 
■ or teeth. , . , 

Peaches are relatively easy to . 
grow, in a homo orchard. Most 
ore self-pollinating, which means 
that a single tree can bear fruit. 
The climate in this area is per- 
fect for peaches. The soil might 
need amending, but, once estab- 
lished. u peach tree requires no 
special fertilization to ensure a 
crop.~Routine care entails prun- 
ing, generally recommended 
annually to encourage internal 
air circulation, which results in 
larger fruit and cuts down on 
pcsts;.and spraying, which is per- 
haps the most labor-intensive 
part of any fruit tree undertak- 
ing. 

In some regions, the peach’s 


cuLo, O' small Ixmtlc whose larvae 
feast on the inside of the fruit. At 
the very least, infested peaches 
arc wormy; at worst, the lorval 
attacks Icovc fruits open to 
brown rot. a fungal disease.' 
Fruits often fall off the tree 
_ before t&ey ever, get a chance to 
mature. 

It's not difficult to ^iagnosc a 
case of plum curculio; the tell- 
tale crcsccnt-shapcd scar, the size 
and shape of the cutide bn a fin- 
gernail, appears on new fruit, 
usually by the end of I^y. This 
year, the pcst.s arrived earlier; 
infestations were in full swing by 
the end of April. 

Until very recently, the 
urchardist who counted on get- 
ting peaches each year had little 
option save to combat plum cur- 
culio with chemicals such os cap- 
tan and diazinon. Even the new 
organic wonder-spray, neem oil, 
performed poorly as a guard 
against the plum curculio worm.s 
on the fruits. Mechanical con- 
.trols, such as laying doth under 
the tree and shaking branches to 
dislodge unsteady adult beetles 
as they swarmed on trees to lay 
eggs provided only slight reduc- 
tions of the pests. 

The development of 
pyrethrins, pesticides derived 
from the ground-up petals of 
pyrethrum daisies, has changed 
much of modern organic pest 
control. They are effective on an 
cvcr-grcatcr range 6T pests when 
used in combination with ocher 
compounds, in an oU>and- 
pyrethrum product called Pyola,' 
for example. 

To control plum curculio and 
brown rot, fruit trees ,arc 


sprayed, at petal-drop - when 90 
percent of-the spring blooms 
have lost their petals - and again 
two weeks later. This prevents 
damage to pollinating insects, 
which also will succumb to 
pyrethrins. 

Curculio beetles arc at their 
most active as the new fruit 
begins its nascent swelling, 
before the layman even notices 
the fruit forming. A spray of 
Pyola or any dormant oil can . 
be applied in late winter to 
control mites and borers, which 


can become a problem under 
the right environmental condi- 
tions. 

These organic controls, cou- 
pled with planting rc.sistant vari- 
eties and a willingness to put up 
with some pest damage, allow 
fresh peaches without horsh 
chcmickls.

While Ziliute pulled away down the 
stretch, perhaps ihc.most decisive point in 


the race happened 
just a few miles out 
of Burley. Heading

WASHINGTON - Americans curbed their 
spending in May and pushed retail sales down 
for a second month in a row, new evidence 
that rising interest rates arc beginning to slow 
the economy. 

Soles at retail stores natiomvidc fell 0.3 per- 
cent to a seasonally adjusted $266 billion lost 
month, the first back-to-back declines since 
July and August of 1998, the Commerce 
Deparonent reported Tuesday. 

That surprise many economists, ivho ivcrc 
predicting that retail sales actually would 
increase a little in May. 

After a steady string of robust gains, retail 
sales fell 0.6 percent in April, much weaker 
than the government estimated. It also 
marked the first decline of the year. 

“After a spending splurge that seemed 
almost endless, consumers are reducing their 
spcn.ding ... No doubt that’s some reaction to 
the rise in interest rates and the drop in the 
stock market over the same couple of- 
months,” said Stuart Hoffman, chief econo- 
mist Qt PNC Financial Services Group. 

In May, Americans cut back the most on 
purchases of building and garden supplies 
and ne%v cars and trucks. They also trimmed 
spending for groceries and ate out less. 

- The Federal Reserve has bumped up short- 
term interest rates six times since last June to 
slow the speeding economy and its main 
engine, consumer spending, which accounts 


for two-thirds of all economic acrivaty. 

Those rate increases ore designed to make 
borrowing more expensive, which cools 
demand for big-titket items, such as cars and 
homes, and keeps inflation from escalating. 

Tuesdoy’s report along with other recent 
economic data, including home sales, faaor>' 
orders and unemployment, suggest that tlie 
Fed's rate increases arc beginning to bear 
fruit and slow the economy. 

On Wall Street, stocks finished higher as 
investors seized on the report as evidence 
that the economy is slowing just enougli to 
persuade the Fed to leave interest rates 
unchanged at its next meeting. The Dow 
Jones industrial average gained 57.63 points 
to close at 10.621.84. Tlie Nasdoq rose 83.15 
■ points to 3351.06- 

Economists hove been divided over 
whether the central bank will boost rates for 
a seventh time when it meets June 27 and 28. 
After Tuesday’s report, however, a growing 
number was feeling the odds were greater 
that the Fed will stay on the sidelines. 

**I think this is what the Fed had hoped for 
— moderation,” said Michael Niemira, econo- 
mist with Bank of Tokyo-Mitsubishi. “The 
events at hand probably will keep the Fed on 
hold at tlie next meeting.” 

Fed Chairman Alan Greenspan, in a speech 
' to the New York Association for Business 
Economics, didn't provide a hint Tuesday of 
what the Fed will do regarding interest rates. 
Greenspan said a significant rebound in

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) - Union 
Pacific Corp. is launciiing a new 
subsidiary, bundling its technolo- 
gy companies and hoping to capi- 
talize on its 33,000 miles of rail- 
road right of way and communica- 
tions towers. 

The spinoff is called Fenix and 
its chief executive officer will be 
Osmo Hautanen, 46, a former 
senior executive tvith Nokia Corp. 
Hautunen was most recently the 
chief executive at a start-up inter- 
national wireless communications 
company in Denver called 
Formus Communications. 

Fenix will include Union 
Pacific’s three technology com- 
panies, all of which grew out of 
the corporation's efforts to com- 
municate within its extensive 


railroad operations. 

AMCl of Omaha offers wireless 
software products. PS 
Technologies of Boulder, Colo., 
develops workforce management 
software for the railroad indus- 
try and is targeting other indus- 
tries. 

Union Pacific Technologies in 
St. Louis offers transportation 
software and services, including 
shipment monitoring and invento- 
ry management. 

Fenix will form a fourth compa- 
ny to lease out its microwave sys- 
tem and towers for wireless com- 
munications and its 33,000 miles 
of track right of way for broad- 
band fiber optic companies, said 
Charley Eiselc, vice president 
of strategic planning for 


Union Pacific. 

Fenix also could form parmer- 
ships with telecommunications 
companies that wont to'lay cable, 
Eis^csoid. 

Smaller towns often bypassed 
by large companies laying cable 
for Internet access could benefit 
from Union Pacific opening its 
extensive right of way to telecom- 
munications development, Eiselc 
said.

Appeals court will hear Microsoft’s case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - At its 
first opportunity, the U.S. Circuit 
Court of .Appeals said Tuesday 
that a full complement of its 
judges would hear Microsoft's 
appeal of a sweeping breakup 
«>rder imposed for antitrust viola- 
tions. 

But the government may still 
he able to bypass that court in 
favor of a direct hearing before 
the Suprentt* Court. 

In a preliminary victory for 
the giant software manufactur- 
er, the circuit court acted before 
U.S. District Judge TIiomas 
Penfield Jackson could hear the 
government’s recjiie.st to bypass 
the circuit court and send the 
case directly to the Supreme 
Court, 

The government situl Microsoft' 
are engaged in legal maneuver- 
ing to determine whether the 
company’s appeal will go straight 


to the Supreme Court or first to 
the circuit cou/'t, where 
Microsoft won a ruling in an ear- 
lier phase of the case. 

The circuit court said because 
of the case’s "exceptional 
importance” and the disqualifi- 
cation of three of its 10 judges, 
it would hear the company’s 
appeal with all seven remaining 
judges. 

This would .skip the normal 
iltree-judge hearing, followed by 
a full court rehearing. 

The circuit court acted shortly 
after Microsoft almost simtiltane- 
ou.sly filed a notice of append 
Jackson and a motion with the cir- 
cuit court to stay Jackson’s i>enal- 
ties, qven though Jackson was also 
considering n Microsoft stay 
motion. 

Government attorneys were 
filing their expediting request 
with Jackson late Tuesday. They 


had to wait until Microsoft filed 
its notice of appeal. 

If Jackson approves expediting 
(he case, us he has indicated he 
is inclined to do, the Supreme 
Court it.self would decide 
whether it would take the appeal 
directly from the district court or 
would have the circuit court hear 
the appeal first. 

The Justice Department 
called Microsoft’s filing in the 
circuit court as Jackson was 
considering its stay request “an 
ill conccivcd attempt to end-run 
the Expediting Act,” which 
allows for antitrust appeals to 
go directly to the Supreme 
(^ourr in cases of major national 
importance. 

One legal expert said the com- 
pany, with the circuit court’.s 
help, had gained some advantage 
in the struggle over which court 
would hear the appeal. 


NEW YORK (AP) - Stocks rose 
Tuesday as investors seized on 
the latest retail sales report as 
evidence that the economy Is 
slowing just enough t6 persuade 
the Federal Reserve to leave 
interest rates unchanged at its 
next meeting. 

Investors’ optimism over the 
state of the economy helped the 
market break out of a slump that 
started after Wall Street invest- 
ment finn Sanford Bernstein cut 
its rating and comings estimates 
for Hewlett-Packard. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age rose 57.63 to close at 
10,621.84. -The blue-chip index 
recovered from an early loss of 
more than 70 points, and without 
Hcwlctt-Pockard’s steep loss 
would have closed ut least 35 
points higher. 

Broader stock indicators also 
ro.se. The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index was up 23.44 at 1,469.44, 
and the Nasdaq composite index 
was up 83.15 at 3,851.06. 

In a session that saw the market 
struggle to find direction, stocks 
rose after Fed Chairman Alan 
Greenspan applauded the use of 
technology to enhance the pro- 
ductivity of American workers. 

In remarks before the New 
York Association for Business 
Economics, Greenspan said much 
of the improvement in productivi- 
ty was due to basic cliangcs in the 
economy, rather than temporary 
factors that could disappear. 

While Greenspan did not dis- 
cu.ss interest rates, many 
investors took his comments as a 
.sign that the Fed is growing more 
comfortable with the pace of the 
economy’s growth. 

The latest sign that the econo- 
my is returning to a more sustain- 
able pace came from the 
Commerce Department, which 
said retail sales fell for the sec- 
ond month in a row in May. the 
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Jtn. 14, 2000 
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5,048.62 



latest sign that six interest rate 
increases by the Fed arc success- 
fully slowing consumer spending. 

What’s more, revised figures 
showed that retail sales fell 0.6 
percent in April, much weaker 
than the government estimated 
one month ago. The combination 
of two weaker than expected 
months at the nation’s stores 
allowed investors to hope that the 
Fed might hold rates steady at its 
next meeting on June 28. 

“I think the Fed is finished for 
the year,” said Don Sclkin, chief 
investment strategist at Joseph 
Gunnar in New York. Sclkin point- 
ed out that May economic figures 
don’t reflect the Fcd’s last rate 
increase, a half-percentage point 
boost oh May 16 tiiat drove rates 
to the highest level since 1991. 

"We will see more evidence of 
a slowdown, and with tliat evi- 


dence in hand, the Fed really 
won’t be able to justify raising 
rates any higher,” Sclkin said. 

StiUt analysts said investors are 
also concerned that the hoped-for 
slowdown, which the Fed hopes 
will prevent inflation from rearing 
up, will eventually hurt corporate 
earnings. On Tuesday, investors 
embraced so-called defensive, 
stocks — those whose profits aren’t' 
significantly affected by fluctua- 
tions in the economy. 

Merck rose $3.50 to $73,438 
and Warner Lambert rose $2,813 
to $125,875. 

Also, financial stocks rose on 
the hope that rates will soon sta- 
bilize. Bonks and brokerages are' 
especially %adncrablc to interest 
rate fluctuations.

NEW YORK - He might have 
been booed by cops, but Bruce 
Springsteen wos cheered by 
adoring fans and the parents of 
Amadou Diallo Monday night at 
Madison Square Garden when 
he song “American Skin.” 

As The Boss’ gravelly voice 
echoed “41 shots” to open the 
ballad inspired by the police 
shooting of the African immi- 
grant, Kadiaiou and Saikou 
Diallo Joined in the wild 
applause. 

“They wanted to be there to 
show their support, particularly 
because of the police union’s 
boycott of the concerr,? the Rev. 
A1 Shorpton said of the Diallos. 

Springsteen and the £ Street 
Band began the first of a 10- 
night stand at the Carden under 
a cloud of controversy stemming 
from the song he debuted this 
month in Atlanta. 

About a half-hour into last 
night’s show, Springsteen sand- 
wiched “American Skin” 
between his hits “Point Blank” 
and “Promised Land." By the 


end of the song, fans were cheer- 
ing and many were singing along 
with the chorus, “41 shots.” 

One heckler, though, wos 
escorted from the arena after 
approaching the stage during the 
song and making obscene ges- 
nircs. 

Although the song does not 
mention Diallo by name, the 
lyrics ore dearly inspired by the 
Feb. 4, 1999, incident in which 
four cops shot the unarmed 
Diallo in the Bronx after mistak- 
ing his wallet for a gun. In March, 
an upstate jury acquitted the 
cops of all ch^ges. 

It wasn’t immediately clear 
whether the Diallos met with 
Springsteen, but moments before 
the show began, they were escort- 
ed from backstage to scats near 
the stage. 

The song provoked the 
Patrolmen’s Benevolent 

Association to call for cops lo boy- 
cott the concerts, both as fans and 
moonlighting security guards. 

PBA President Pat Lynch 
accused Springsteen of “trying to . 
fatten his wallet by reopening the 
wounds of this tragic case.”

Today’s South chose a complex 
route to make his club game. Un- 
fortunately. his critical decision 
was no belter than his overall 
plan, and his game suffered one 
• down. 

His partner could not maintain 
silence. "What’s wrong with a 
simple plan?" he asked. “You 
went out of your way to lose the 
game." 

South ruffed the third spade, 
led a trump to dummy’s jack, and 
cashed the heart ace, discarding a 
diamond. After ruffing a heart, he 
led another trump to dummy's 
king and led the heart (jueen. hop- 
ing to smother West’s jack. When 
East ployed low. South ruffed to 
drop West's king, bringing re- 
morse to dummy and South. With 
dummy's heart suit neutralized. 
South drew trumps and tried his 
luck in diamonds. Thu finesse lost, 
and he won only 10 tricks. 

South would have crowed had 
West held J-8-5 of hearts instead 
of K-H-.'). Had East covered the 
heart queen (doubtful). South’s 
ruff would have established the 
suit. Nevertheless, South's plan 
was a grandstand effort. A sim- 
pler plan would hove given him an 
early claim. 

After South ruffs the third 
spade, the game cannot fail if dia- 
monds are no worse than 4-2. 
South cashes his king and ace of ' 
diamonds and discards a diamond 
on dummy’s heart ace. Now a 
straight crossruff in hearts and di- 
amond.s leaves South with no 
losers, and the opponents score 
only their two spade winners. 

'The simplest plan is easy to 
overlook. More often, it’s better 
than a complex one.
